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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: - In response to applicant's argunnent tliat the 
cited references, US patent No. 6,404,765 ("Bernstein et al.") only discloses the transmission of DS-X traffic over an ATM packet network 
and is incapable of transmitting "internet protocol data packet from the transmission conversion device to a receiving conversion device" 
(See Remarks, 3rd paragraph, page 5), Bernstein et al. further teaches that although ATIVI (asynchronous transfer mode) was assumed 
to be the transport protocol for communications between the PBX devices over the packet network (180), these teachings can be 
expanded to any type of packet network, such as an IP (internet protocol) network capable of bearing multiplexed DS-X traffic in either 
static or dynamically-sized packets as sources of traffic and the access mux (200) functions as the conversion device (See Fig. 2, Col. 
11, lines 3-35). 

~ In response to applicant's argument that the cited combined references, Bernstein et al. in view of US patent No. 5,764,645 ("Bernet et 
al.") and further in view of US patent No. 6,041 ,054 ("Westberg"), did not teach the amended limitation of "inserting the substructure 
elements into the subdivided Internet Protocol data packets unchanged, wherein no compression or decompression of the voice data is 
performed" (See Remarks, 5th and 6th paragraphs, page 4), Westberg teaches a method for data transmission involved IP over the ATM 
type packet-switching network wherein the traffic packets with voice-type data may be further subdivided into the AAL2 mini packets 
inside the ATM cells and to be inserted to IP type data packet transmission (See Fig. 1, Col. 2, lines 43-50) and providing that each of 
the segmented mini packets (205, AAL2 mini packets) may be Include by encapsulating a cell header (302) and a useful data unchanged 
(303, payload) (See Fig. 2 and Fig. 3, Col. 1, lines 30-56), and furthermore in the Voice over IP applications, because of the surplus 
transmission bandwidth available by error-free optical link, compressed voice codec is no longer required. Instead, higher quality voice 
data such as uncompressed PCM voice stream is in common use in most Voice over IP network. 
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
